1. Pursuast to arrangements made with Mr. Bayd Crawford,
Stafi Ulrsetor, House Forelga Affairs Committes, a courier picked up
from the Commitiee the transeript of the hearings bafore the Committes
by the State Depariment on Wednesday, Fabruary 11, 1959. This was a
brisfing on the Carreat World Situation by Heu. Livingsten Merchast,
Assistant Secretary of Stats for European Affairs, accompanied by
Hon. william B. Macember, Jr., aAsalstant Secratary of State for
Congressional Relations.
